The amendment after final rejection filed on April 7, 2003 has been entered. 
Appellant's Brief is defective in 9. APPENDIX (COPY OF APPEALED 
CLAIMS) page 3 1 because it is based upon claims which were not officially entered and no 
notice of such entry was sent to Appellant by a required Advisory Action in response to Amendment 
After Notice of Appeal. The Appeal Brief is therefore based upon the original claim numbering and not 
on the amended claim numbering contained in the amendment simultaneously sent with the Appeal Brief. 

Informalities in the Appeal Brief to be corrected include the omission of independent claim 18 on 
page 5, line 1. Also, the cover page incorrectly lists #9 APPENDIX (COPY OF APPEALED 
CLAIMS) as starting on page 28 when the claims start on page 3 1 . 
Appellant is required to comply with provisions of 37 CFR 1.192(c).
